Pottsville, Pa., July 27.—By an explosion 
of gas at the Bear Ridge colliery this 
morning Michael Braziel, Preston Hill and 
Wiliam Quinn, ffire boss of Connor’s 
Patch, were killed, and James Mahaney, 
of Girardville, was injured, perhaps fa- 
tally. 


Additional Disaster Follows the Recent 
Cloudburst. 

Denver, Col., July 27.—As a sequence to 
the series of cloudbursts there is a new 
and serious trouble confronting the people. 
It will take a month or even more for the 
railroads reaching several of the most im- 
portant mining camps to make sufficient 
repairs to enable the running of trains. 

All of these camps depend on Denver for 
their daily supply of provisions and the 
local merchants keep no reserve stocks.

HOWARD FILES THREE SUIW. 


Brothers-in-Law Asked To Pay Heavy 
Damages. 

Pulaski, Tenn., July 27.—(Special.)—Three 
sensational suits were begun here today 
by attorneys for Thomas M. Howard. 

The first was filed in the circuit court 
and seeks to recover $20,000 damages of 
Wallace, Walter and John Birdsong and 
Pleasant J. Anderson and wife for con- 
spiracy. 

The second is in the chancery court, and 
seeks to have declared invalid the recent 
marriage of Howard with Mrs. Maggie 
Jones. 

The third is a case before a justice of 
the peace and seeks to place Walter, Wal- 
lace and John Birdsong under peace bonds 
and to prosecute them for malicious threats 
to kill or injure Howard unless he con- 
sented to marry their sister, Mrs. Maggie 
Jones. 

The facts back of these suits have been 
discussed for some weeks. The charge 
is that last Saturday night the Birdsong 
brothers went out into the fourth district 
and brought Howard back with them to 
their sister’s, Mrs. P. J. Alexander, where 
they forced him to marry Mrs. Jones. 


PASS BOOK AS GOOD AS A CHECK. 


Savings Banks Find a Friend in a New 
York Judge. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 27.—A cyclonic storm 
burst upon this city at 4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon and in a few minutes had caused 
the death of two persons, the fatal injury 
of another and a monetary loss of probably 
$100,000 throughout Allegheny county. 

Several churches in the hill district were 
partially unroofed and one was struck by 
lightning. A number of smaller houses 
were also unroofed, the streets were flood- 
ed, sewers discharged their overflow into 
houses and some of the street cars were 
compelled to suspend for periods ranging 
from one-half hour to an hour and a 
half. Hundreds of trees were uprooted and 
many lawns laid waste. Chimneys and 
windows were demolished in all directions. 

At Sugar Camp grove, a picnic ground 
on the West Pennsylvania branch of the 
Pennsylvania’ railroad, near Aspinwall, 
where the Eighth Ward Fishing and Hunt- 
ing Club of Allegheny were encamped, a 
limb of a sycamore tree fell upon the com- 
missary tents, in which a number of the 
members of the club had taken refuge from 
the storm. John Figus, of No. ll Pine 
street, Allegheny, was instantly killed; 
George Miller, of 226 Main street, Alle- 
gheny, had his back broken and cannot re- 
cover, and Jacob Metz and Mr. O’Connell 
were badly hurt. ; 

In Pittsburg, John Auflider, a teamster 
for the Williams Brick Company, Was 
struck by a falling signboard and died 
within five minutes. 

The storm seized the steeple of the Cen- 
tenary Methodist Episcopal church, Kirk- 
patrick street and Wylie avenue, over 
twenty-five feet high, took the big bell 
along and dropped all into a neighboring 
yard. A 100-foot stack at the brick yards of 
Booth & Flinn was blown down. 

The temperature, which had risen before 
the storm to 93 degrees, fell in a few min- 
utes to 71. The fury of the tornado was 
spent in less than ten minutes. It was fol- 
lowed by several storms of less violence 
during the evening. During the eight 
hours ending at midnight 1.43 inches of 
rain fell.

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BITTER AGAINST BUCK 


White Wings of Peace Fail To Flatter 
for Republicans, 


E. K. LOVE RISES TO REMARK 


Gives Some Red-Hot Views on the 
“Boss and Henchmen.” 


WILL CALL A CONVENTION IN AUGUST 


Says He Objects More to Buck’s Meth- 


ods Than What He Did—Doesn’t 
Want Hanson. 


Savannah, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)—It 
looks now as if there will be a republican 
convention in Georgia for the purpose of 
putting out a state ticket and it will not 
be called by Colonel Buck, either. 

Rev. E. K. Love, chairman of the state 
central committee of the republican party, 
which was cRosen at the Atlanta conven- 
tion April 29th, is not at all satisfied with 
the action of the Buck state central com- 
mittee, which peld its meeting at Macon 
Gaturday, and war has’ been declared. 
This, however, is not a new war; it is 
merely the culmination of hostilities. 

Rev. E. K. Loewe returned yesterday from 
Albany, where be has been attending a 
convention of tfle colored Baptist Sunday 
schools of the gtate. He has not had a 
full oppoftunity to post himself on the 
condition of affairs since his return, he 
stated to a representative of Tht Constitu- 
tion, and in fact, had only just learned of 
the action of the Macon meeting, He said: 

Colonel Buck made a kind of flank 
movement on me. I did not anticipate 
that he was going to make his commit- 
tee meeting his convention. The truth 
about the matter is Colonel Buck and 
his crowd are afraid to call a conven- 
tion. He knows that the majority of the 
people are with me and he is afraid of 
the test. I never did believe he was go- 
ing to have a convention and I am 
more than ever convinced of it now. 

Tt was my intention to watch Buck 
and his crowd, and as soon as he call- . 
ed a convention to call one simulta- 
neously with his. But since the matter 
has taken the turn it has I think now 
I shall have to call a convention. I will 
issue the cail as soon as I can consult 
with my friends about the matter. 


Will Call a Convention. 

I am positive that no convention would 
indorse what Buck’s committee did at 
its Macon meeting. Personally I am not 
opposed to a white electoral ticket, but 
I am opposed to the manner in which 
it was put out. It is the business of 
a convention to put out an electoral 
ticket, and such certainly never was the 
function of a committee. 

I shall consult my friends immediate- 
ly in the matter and arrange to call a 
convention some time in August, which 
I am pretty certain will be held in At- 
lanta. Of course we would have to put 
out an electoral ticket of our own, as 
Wwe are going to contest every inch of 
ground in the matter, and though we 
would willingly indorse General Long- 
Street and Mr. W. R. Leaken, who was 
named from the first district and per- 
haps one or two others of those named 
by Buck’s @mmittee, his ticket as a 
whole is @®idedly objectionable. We 
would never indorse Major Hanson, and 
there are others on the ticket we do not 
want there. We are decidedly opposed 
to Major Hanson, but I do not care to 
State the reasons just et present. 

I saw what Pledger had to say about 
the all-white ticket matter, and I must 
say I don‘t think any of the demo- 
crats are such fools as to be cnuyht 
by any such trap. The democrats have 
got about as much sense as we have 
got, and they are about as true and 
loyal to the party as we are. I should 
have less respect for them if they were 
otherwise. 

I think it best to put out a state 
ticket, and my friends think so. I 
have written to Hanna about the mat- 
ter, but have not yet heard from him. 
We certainly expect to put out an elec- 
toral ticket and it will be determined 
later whetLer or not a state ticket will 
be put in the field. 

Buck, I understand, has already ap- 
portioned the offices. I hear that De- 
vaux is to be given the postoffice here, 
Judson Lyons, of Augusta, the district 
atcorneyship, Walter Johnson the post- 
office at Columbus, Locke the Macon 
postoffice, Pink Morton the postoffice 
at Athens, and Buck himself is to be 
register of deeds at Washington. I did 
hear who was to get the postoffices at At- 
lanta and Augusta, but I have forgotten. 
I think Colonel Rucker was also slated 
for a position in the Atlanta postoffice. 
We propose, by our convention, to 
reorganize the party so that the 
will of the people can be registered by 
our leaders. We are oppesed to this 
high-hancedness end one-man power, 
which always breeds corruption,and we 
propose to call the people’s attention 
to the arbitrary rulings and system of 
spoils of Buck and his henchmen and 
to put a better set of men in office. 

It is not a question of position with 
me, for there is none ‘n the gift of 
Major McKinley that I would have, 
and I know that there is none that 
Professor Wright wants, but we do not 
propose, if we can help it, that all the 
issuing of offices shall be left to Buck 
alone. It should be in the hands cf the 
rarty and we propose to see that it is 
if there is any way of putting it there 

The whole trouble is that Buck and 
his henchmen are afraid of Professor 
Wright. They did not elect another 
state central committee, so the commit- 
tee of which I am chairman and which 
was chosen at that time is the only 
legal committee that is now in exist- 
ence.

A Legal Point. 


Under this order the Seaboard’s present 
cut from Baltimore and Portsmouth is 
called off, at least so far as Judge Simon- 
ton’s jurisdiction extends. His circuit ex- 
ienads from the Savannah river northward 
to Virginia, and his order renders ineffec- 
tive the threatened cut of 80 per cent. 

The interstate commerce law provides 
that ten days’ notice must be given before 
rates in effect can be withdrawn. Whether 
the court’s order supersedes this law is a 
question for the corporation lawyers to 
ascertain. Bw “government by injunc- 
tion” is a very powerful machine. If the 
court’s injunction suspends this legal no- 
tice of ten days, then all Atlanta mer- 
chants and manufacturers who do not 
get their goods on the move this morning 
before the Seaboard officials are served 
with the proper legal papers will have 
to pay the standard tariff rates. On the 
other hand, if this injunction does not 
set aside the ten days’ notice, Atlanta busi- 
ness men will have ten days in which to 
move their freight at the Seaboard’s cut 
‘of 83 1-8 per cent from Norfolk and Balti- 
more. That rate with the locals of the 
steamship companies out of New York add- 
ed, cut the through rate from New York 
to Atlanta, and business was moving very 
fast yesterday from the east through Nor- 
folk and over the Seaboard Air-Line. 
The following figures show how the old 
rate is cut from New York, even with the 
local from that city to Norfolk added:

The difference between the combination 
rate and the standard tariff was enough 
to move the business over the Seaboard. 
On first-class freight the difference was 
35 cents, on second-class 25 cents and so 
on down to the sixth class, in which the 
difference was 13 cents a hundred pounds. 


Why the 80 Per Cent Cut? 

The reason the association made the 
cut 80 per cent off the present tariff in- 
stead of some other per cent has never 
been told in the papers. Anticipating a 
possible refusal by the Seaboard to arbi- 
trate, some of the association traffic men 
came to the meeting last week with fig- 
ures on a cut which would meet the Sea- 
board’s 331-3 per cent reduction. But 
when Mr. Sf. John declined to treat with 
the association at all and said that the 
matter rested with the Southern to settle, 
the associated lines resolved to make a 
tremendous cut at once and so hasten the 
end. An 80 per cent cut reduced first class 
from New York to Atlanta to 23 cents a 
hundred. For business going beyond At- 
lanta the steamship lines out of New 
York take an arbitrary of 20 cents a hun- 
dred. This leaves only 3 cents for the haul 
from Portsmouth to Atlanta, So that is 
all the Seaboard or the Southern would 
get for freight coming from New York 
and destined to points beyond Atlanta. 
Suppose the freight were going on to Chat- 
tanooga. The local is, say 57 cents from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga. Here the Seaboard 
would turn its Chattanooga business over 
to the Western and Atlantic, which would 
get the full local, 57 cents. The Southern 
would carry its own freight fo Chattano® 
ga and collect the 57 cents local and would 
get 60 cents for the haul from Portsmouth 
to Chattanooga against 3 cents revenue, 
which would be all the Seaboard could 
get out of it. This same proportion would 
follow on all freight going through At- 
lanta. The Central would be in the posi- 
tion of the Southern while the Georgia road 
would be in the same boat with the Sea- 
board. 

On the haul from Portsmouth to Atlanta 
both the Seaboard and the Southern would 
share alike. 

The small proportion for the roads would 
hardly pay for fué.. 

Telegrams were received yesterday from 
the state railroad commissions of South 
Carolina and North Carolina, stating that 
they would reduce the local rates in their 
states to correspond with the cuts in 
through rates. The Georgia railroad cone 
mission had already determined to make 
a reduction of local fates in this state. 
These cuts would still further paralyze 
the revenues and the companies might find 
it difficult to get the rates restored. The 
through rates from the east are higher 
than are paid for similar distances in 
the east or west, but it is taken into 
consideration that the southern lines do 
not do as great a volume of business ag ig 
handled by lines in the north and west.

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Disgraceful Scenes Occur ‘at the Socialist 
Meeting Yesterday. 


FIST FIGHT FOLLOWS A VOTE 


Red Flag Delegates Were Refused 
Seats in the Hall. 


AN ASSAULT WAS MADE ON THE OFFICERS 


Disturbance Was So Widespread That 
the Convention Was Forced To 
Adjourn Until Today. 


London, July 27.—The fourth interna- 
tional trade congress opened in this city 
today, 800 delegates from all parts of Eu- 
rope and Australia and the Argentine Re- 
public being present. Among the delegates 
are 106 representatives of British trade 
unions, 

Among the American delegates are Lu- 
cian Sanial, of the Socialist Trade and La- 
bor Alliance; Matthew Maguire, who rep- 
resents the solcialist-labor party of New 
Jersey; H. Bestold, who represents the 
brewery employes, and M. Dalski. Among 
the French delegates are representatives 
of the Bourses du Travail of Paris, Lyons, 
Saint Etienne and other industrial centers, 
and the Federation of Syndicates. The 
German delegates include two members of 
the reichstag. 

It is expected that the congress will be 
more important than those held in Paris 
in 1889, in Brussels in 1891, and in Zurich 
in 1893. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. Cowey, of 
Northumberland, miner, who made a 
speech welcoming the foreign delegates. 
Upon its conclusfon the delegates rose and 
cheered, and fhen sang the ‘‘Marseillaise,’’ 
in which the audience joined. 

The report of the sectional meetings was 
read. 

A large majority of the delegates voted 
against the admission of anarchists, when 
the question of whether they should be 
received as delegates was mooted in the 
plenary congress. The anarchists, who 
were present with their credentials as 
trades-unionists, insisted upon the right 
of speaking. 

The English and German delegates warm- 
ly opposed their being allowed to air their 
views on any subject before the congress, 
and clamored for an immediate vote on 
the question of their expulsion. 

A prolonged uproar followed, the anar- 
chists and their supporters being apparent- 
ly determined that they should be received 
as delegates. Tae chairman’s bell was 
for several minutes in a vain attempt 
both sides shouting at 


to secure orver, 
once. 

Finally the anarchists tried to storm the 
platform, and then occurred a most dis- 
graceful scene. Their opponents rallied in 
front of the platform and hurled the an- 
archists back in fisticuff encounter. 

The delegates of the British independent 
labor party sided with the anarchists in 
their efforts to command recognition. 
James Keir Hardie, who formerly repre- 
sented the labor party in the house of 
commons, was conspicuous for his bawling 
and his personal threats against the chair- 
man. It having been found impossible to

EARLE CONTINUES CHARGES 


Says He Has Nothing To Apologize for 


as to Evans. 


IS NOT SORRY THAT THE ROW OCCURYED 


Meeting Today Will Occur at Aiken, 
S. C., the Home of Evans, and 
It Will Be Hot. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 27.—(Special.)—There 
was trouble expected at the campaign meet~- 
ing today from more than one quarter, 
but it was comparatively quiet. This is the 
home of Solicitor Bellinger, who was howl- 
ed down at Walterboro because of hie pros- 
ecution of the Broxton bridge lynchers. 

It is also the home of Carroll Sims, his 
Opponent. Friends of the accused men had 
declared Bellinger should not speak today, 
but he did speak and most severely scored 
the lawless element and those who opposed 
him because he had done his duty. 

Bellinger is a reformer and his opponent 
a@ conservative, but Bellinger is heartily. 
supported in this fight by every conserv- 
ative paper of any standing in the state. 
Mr. Sims vigorously attacked the press. 

Prior to the fistiouff between Earle and 
Evans at Florence, Earle had decided to 
absent himself from the campaign to look 
after accumulated judicial business, but he 
appeared at Barnwell today. 

Governor Evans made a speech. In 1890 
Judge Earle, he said, had called “the 
Shell” manifesto—the document making 
charges against the old administration and 
calling the convention whith nominated 
Tillman—a lie. 

“If it was a lie then,” said Evans, “it’s 
a lie now, and they should not give office 
to men who had worked against the 
cause,” 

Some one asked him to explain about 
the bond commission. He said that sub- 
ject Was worn out. 

Duncan devoted himself to attacking 
Evans’s character. He spoke of his lat- 
est interview with Tillman and said Till- 


man would not have written a letter for 
] 


Evans, but would have condemned him if 
he had known Evans had made a deal with 
Rhind to divide commissions on the state 
bonds. He was assured if Earle was out 
of this race that he (Duncan) would defeat 
Evans, 

Some one asked Duncan to tell about the 
dispensary rebates. Then there was a 
sensation, 

As Duncan proceeded men gathered closer 
around the stand. Colonel Mixson, the 
liquor commissioner, and Governor Evans 
were On the stand, and neither said a word. 
After referring to the fact that Mixson had 
taken the state insurance from other 
agents and given it to Governor Evans’s 
brother at a higher rate, Duncan made the 
point blank assertien that Mr. Hubbell, of 
the Millcreek Distilling Company, had of- 
fered Colonel Mixson a rebate of $562.50 a 
carload On 100 carléads of rye whisky, a 
total of $56,250, to go into his own pocket. 
Colonel Mixson had refused it and told 
Governor Evans of the offer. 

Makes Clear Cut Charges, 

Evans told him he was right, but soon 
after sent for Mixson, ordering him to buy 
whisky from Hubbell’s company. 

Mixon had answered: ‘You may drop my 
head in the. waste basket, but I'll be d—d 
if I'll buy a gallon of that man’s whisky.” 

Hubbell had frequently visited Evans at 
the mansion. Mixon had refused to take 
the rebates, said Duncan, and had visited 
Evans. The governor said: 

“I know you are not getting a dollar of 
this money, but you know that Ben Tillman 
filled his pockets out of it.” 

This declaration from Duncan created a 
sensation, and brought cheers for him. 
Neither Evans nor Mixson said a word. 
Judge Earle, as a preliminary to his speech 
on the national issues, referred to the fight 
between himself and Evans at Florence last 
Friday. His conduct there, he said, must 
be looked on in two lights; in the first place, 
he was a judge, and must obey the law; in 
the second, he was a man. He had no 
apologies to make, for when he became a 
judge he retained his manhood. He never 
insulted any man, and as long as he was a 
man and as long as God would let him 
live, he did not propose to allow any man 
to insult him without resenting the insult. 

Tomorrow’s meeting is at Aiken, the home 
of Governor Evans. 


DUNCAN’S VISIT TO TILLMAN. 


Senator and Evans’s Opponent Discuss 
the Recent Letter. 

Columbia, S. C., July 27.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John T. Duncan, who has been making 
the senatorial campaign against Governor 
Evans, went to Senator Tillman’s home, in 
Edgefield, to have an understanding with 
him about the senatorship. Mr. Duncan 
has claimed on the stump that when Sen- 
ator Tillman wrote the letter which Gov- 
ernor Evans is using in his speeches as 
an indorsement of himself he had been 
misinformed as to the situation. Duncan 
further declares that unless Tillman again 
comes to Evans’s rescue the governor 
will be politically dead. His visit was 
to prevent, if possible, any other indorse- 
ment from Tillman. Of his interview Mr. 


Duncan says: 

I went, as I announced, to see Sena- 
tor Tillman at his home. My interview 
with him resulted satisfactorily. I was 
convinced that he was laboring under 
a misapprehension as to the political 
situation. It was apparent that his 
open letter meant that he preferred 
Evans to Earle, After discussing the 
situation, I said to him: 

“If you deem my election and Evans's 
defeat a misfortune to the reform move- 
ment I will, without hesitation, with- 
draw from the race.”’ 

The result is that I now announce 
that I am in the race to the finish, and 
in it to win. Tillman protests against 
our bringing him into this matter, but 
grants that while Evans makes his let- 
ter his credentials for the position, 
I, in justice, have the liberty to com- 
ment thereon. 

In discussing Tillman’s admission in 
that letter that he did not Know the 
nature of Evans’s contract with Rhind, 
and in commenting upon my statement 
in my speech at Florence, that in or- 
der to save Evans he would have to 
come again to his rescue, I asked What 
would be his attitude from this on. He 
said that he would write no more let- 
ters, take neither side and in the only 
speech’ to be delivered by him during 
the campaign, at Orangeburg, he would 
make no allusion whatever to the seno- 
torial race, a

I thank Tillman for repeating that he 
has always considered me his personal 
friend and a good and true reformer.

ON TRIAL FOR LIFE 


Thompson Arraigned in the Floyd 
Superior Court. 


WOMAN DEAD [N A DEEP WELL 


Prisoner First Told the Coroner’s Jury 
She Had Suicided. 


IN JAIL CHARGED DURHAM WITH THE CRIME 


Mrs. Tudor, the Victim, Had Been 
Keeping House for the Accused. 
Sensational Story. 


Rome, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)—Charles 
Thompson was placed on trial for his life 
before Judge Henry in the superior court 
today. 

Thor.pson is a man of medium height, 
spare made, and ‘of ordinary intelligence. 
The crime with which he is charged fs 
the third of a series of similar tragedies 
which have occurred in the mountain fre- 
gion within the last twelve months. 

Saturday evening, May 60th, Mrs. Anne 
Tudor, who had been keeping house for 
Thompson for a year subsequent to the 
death ‘of his wife, disappeared from home. 

Thompson, professing to be anxious over 
her disappearance, reported the matter to 
the neighbors the next day and a search- 
ing party was organized. The party visited 
the Thompson house, a renter’s cabin near 
the foot of John’s mountain, and ~ as 
Thompson could give no information, pro- 
ceeded to search the premises. 

One of the party suggested an unused 
well on the mountain side, but Thompson 
tried to discourage the searchers from 
going there, saying he knew she was not 
there. 

Securing a strong line, strong fish hooks 
were fixed to it. The hooks soon grappled 
the woman’s clothing and drew the body 
to the surface, where it Was, with difficul- 
ty, brought to the top. It was found that 
she had been strangled by a piece of cord 
fastened around her neck and that rocks 
weighing about fifty pounds had been tied 
in the skirts of her dress. 

The searchers carried the body to an 
outhouse and summoned the coroner, who 
secured a jury Monday and began an in- 
vestigation. 

The jury began to discuss the advisability 
of arresting Thempson’s son, a lad of 
about twelve years, when Thompson asked 
permission to make a statement, saying 
that he knew more than anybody else 
about the death of the woman. 

In the meantime the attending physician 
had discovered that the woman was in a 
delicate condition, and to this fact Thomp- 
son ascribed her death, saying that she had 
persisted in making way with herself and 
had kept on at him to help her until he 
had suggested that she jump in the well, 
to which he accompanied her at her so- 
licitation. He said that she tied the rocks 
in her skirt, then fastened the cord around 
her neck and swung off. He waited till 
she ceased struggling, when he cut the 
cord and allowed the body to sink. Then 
he covered up the mouth of the well and 
left, spreading the report of her disap- 
pearance so that people would think she 
had run away to Alabama. 

The woman left two small children and 
Thompson has four. The icatures of the 
crime angered th@® enraged conimunity, 
and threats of lynching were freely made, 
kut two young men were sworn in and 
succeeded in landing the prisoner ‘tn jail 
without any trouble. 

Thompson told a different tale last week, 
try'ng to lay the crime at the door of Bill 
Durham, a brother-in-law of the dead wo- 
man, but the grand jury gave little cred- 
ence to his story and after investigating 
the case, found a true bill against him, 

When the case was called this morniag 
Judge Henry appointed Messrs. J. B. B, 
Lumpkin and Willingham to defend the 
prisoner. They asked fon time to look 
into the case and further proceedings were 


postponed until 8:30 o’clock tomorrow. 


SPANISH CONTINUE VICTORIOUS. 


According to Reports, the Rebels Are 
Now Annihilated. 

Havana, July 27.—General Linares reports 
that his command has had an engagement 
with bands of rebels under Generals Calixto 
Garcia, Cebreco, Periquito and Perez near 
Songo, in the province of Santiago de Cuba. 
The rebels, according to the report, were 
dislodged from their position and dispersed. 
The troops lost nine dead and one lieu- 
tenant and twenty-five privates were 
wounded. The insurgents left seven of their 
number dead on the field and‘carried away 
with them the bodies of several others 
who were killed and a number of wounded. 

Major Yglesias, while in pursuit of rebel 
bands near Loma del Cuba, in the Matanzas 
province, came upon an insurgent hospital, 
which he captured after a fight lasting an 
hour.

“I began to suspect him the same day, 
because of the way he acted, and because 
[ saw two more spots of blood on his 
coat. I seized him from behind and told 
him we should have to put the irons on 
him. He said: ‘I am innocent.’ One of 
the sailors, the Frenchman, put the irons 
on Mate Brant while I covered him with 
Monk’s revolver. I did not draw the re- 
volver at first, but only when the mate 
began to grow ugly. Monk was looking 
on. I borrowed his revolver, because I 
did not trust any,.of the crew.

They 
did not want to have the ship steered for 
Halifax, and when I wanted to signal the 
pilot boat to get our course they did not 
want me to do it.

Hence he is up on the 
rates of the whole south, and is an un- 
usually competent man. He has a great 
many friends here in and out of the rail- 
road work, and all regret that he is to 
leave.

DEFENDS HIS ROAD| 


Vice President E. St. John Replies to 
Chairman Trammell. 


EXPLAINS FOR THE SEABSARD 


Says That His Company Was Forced 
Into This War—Declines To Meet 
the 80 Per Cent Cut. 


The correspondence stage of the railroad 
War grows more acute, and the Ietters ar? 
now coming two a day. Yesterday devel- 
oped another one from Vice President E. 
St. John and one from Commissiorer H. 8. 
Haines. Both were addressed to Chairman 
Trammell, of the Georgia railroad com- 
mission. 

Colonel Haines wrote defending the ac- 
tion of the Southern States Freight As- 
sociation in reducing the rates from the 
east 80 per cent. 

Mr. St. John replied to the last letter of 
Colonel Trammell—that is, the letter in 
which the chairman reiterated his deter- 
gnination to reduve locals if the through 
rates remained reduced. Mr. St. John says 
that he regrets the commissioner did not 
express some opinion on his charges in ref- 
erence to the Southern. 

The vice president’s letter was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. St. John to Colonel Trammell. 

Portsmouth, Va., July 27, 1896.—Hon. 

. N. Trammell, Chairman Railroad 
Commission of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your es- 
teemed favor of the 24th instant, and 
have carefully noted its contents. 

Permit me to correct your evident 
misapprehension, when you infer that I 
regretted that your letter of the 21st 
instant addressed and mailed to me at 
Portsmouth, Va., was, as you say, ‘‘pub- 
lished in the papers on the same and 
following day.’’ 1 did not demur to the 
fact of its publication, but 1 regretted 
that you had come io the conclusion 
stated therein, and given that conclu- 
sion to the public before cailing upon 
the Seaboard Air-Line and first afford- 
ing it an opportunity to be heard. 

That system had announced a 33 per 
cent cut in eastern rates, having been 
forced to do so by the attempt of the 
system in Georgia controlling all other 
eastern routes from Atlanta, our west- 
ern terminus, to crush our eastern 
econnéction and through this means to 
crush us, and with us all competition 
for eastern business. Your letter nec- 
essarily created the impression that you 
disapproved of our course. We objected 
to being judged in advance of being 
heard. 

I deeply regret that you should have 
found in my letter any charge of parti- 
sanship against you. I had hoped that 
Iny language was sufficiently expiicit 
to advise you that your action in writ- 
ing your letter of the 2Ist instant im- 
pressed me with the fact that you rad- 
ically misunderstood the situation, and 
the true position of the Seaboard Air- 
Line, and the importance to the state 
of Georgia of their successfully resist- 
ing the monopoly ef the Southern rail- 
way. My letter, which expressed the 
fear of an attack by this monopoly, in 
the future, upon tne Georgia commis- 
sion on account of ‘that course of 
justice to the railroads and the people, 
and of the fearlessness in resisting cor- 
porate greed, which has heretofore 
made the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia under the presidency of yourself and 
your excellent predecessors the model 
for railroad commissions throughout the 
country;"”’ and which appeals ‘“‘to the 
railroad commission of Georgia, which 
has always stood for the rights of the 
people while doing even-handed justice 
to the railway interests,’’ ought not to 
be construed into an intimation of par- 
tisanship upon the part of you or the 
commission, Such an idea is not to be 
drawn from anything which I have 
written, 

Permit me also to dissent from your 
view of the issue which was raised by 
your letter of July 21st. 

You are advised that in order to pro- 
tect itself from destruction by the 
Southern railway monopoly, and in or- 
der to preserve itself for future com- 
petitive service to the people of this 
and adjoining states, the Seaboard Air- 
Line has been forced to go to war, and 
to put on a through rate which is unre- 
munerative, and is not a reasonably re- 
munerative rate for the service ren- 
dered. The issue is, shall the Seaboard 
Air-Line be permitted to use this meang 
of defense and fight its adversary? lt 
sustained by the people and not de- 
prived of its other resources it can suc- 
cessfully battle with this monopoly, and 
through its “pocket nerve’ awaken 
perhaps that desire to accord fair deal- 
ing and equal facilities, which cannot 
be obtained by the usual avenues of 
appeal to law and justice. There is, and 
can be, no issue between the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the railroad commission 
of Georgia, nor- between us and the 
shippers of the state; we propose to im- 
plicitly obey all lawful orders which the 
commission shall make—our contest is 
with the monopoly of the Southern rail- 
way and with it alone. My letters to 
you are directed wholly to making this 
issue clear to you and to the people of 
the state. 

With this same view permit to call 
your attention to Certain erropeocus 
conclusions contained in your last let- 
ter. In your letter of July 21st you pro- 
posed to reduce the local rates of the 
Seaboard Air-Line because it cut 
through rates from eastern points 33 
per cent and gave as a reason that this 
reduces the through rates below the 
locals to points on our line. Let us 
take your illustration of first-class rates 
from Baltimore to Elberton, $1.07 per 
100 pounds, contained in your last letter. 
This reduced 33 per cent gives a rate 
of 71 cents, while the local rate given 
by you from Atlanta is 53 cents—a dif- 
ference of 18 cents per hundred in fa- 
vor of the shipper in Atlanta. 

Surely this condition, which was the 
basis of your letter of the 2lst instant, 
did not necessitate—even upon the the- 
ory you advance—a notification that 
you proposed reducing our local rates in 
the proportion that we reduced our rates 
on interstate rates, and advising tne 
common agent of the 22 separate, (7) 
lines (a majority of which, in any way 
affected. are dominated by the Southern 
railway) that such was your purpose. 

Your letter of the 2Ilst was written 
upon our 33 per cent cut, not upon the 
recent elaborate but unexecuted threat 
of our adversary to reduce rates 80 per 
cent. 

it is not relevant to cite the results 
of 8) per cent reductions, which had 
never been suggested when your let- 
ter was written, as a reason for the 
course proposed in such prior letter, 
nor is the Seaboard Air-Line responsible 
for the possible results of this proposed 
$0 per cent cut. 

Will Make No Complaint. 


I beg leave to reiterate, iowever, that 
if the local r@ductions made are uniform 
upon all of the railroads, the Seaboard 
Air-Line shall make no complaint at 
any rates which are applied at the same 
time to the other railroads. 

HoweVer, if seems to me that the 
course which you propose is directly 
in contravention of the law which cre- 
ated the Georgia railroad commission. I 
have before me your last annual report, 
At page 128 1 find that the commission 
is authorized to “‘make reasonable and 
just rates of freight and passenger tar- 
iff to be observed by all railroad com- 
panies doing business in this state on 
the railroads thereof,’”’ but, however, 
with this proviso, “that nothing in this 
act contained shall taken as in any 
manner abridging or controlling the 
rates of freight charged by any rail- 
company in this state for carrying 
t which comes ‘or goes be- 

boundaries of this state, and 
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railroad corfPanies shall possess the 
Same power and right to charge such 
rates for carrying such freights as they 
possessed before the passage of this 
act.” 

It would appear from this act that 
Georgia intended to také away from 
the commission all right to interfere 
with railroads because their interstate 
rates were lower than local rates, and 
to guarantee to the railroads the right 
to fix these rates as they saw fit, with- 
out isterferchce on the part of the com- 
mission. 

In conclusion, I greatly regret that 
you think it proper to ignore the mat- 
ter concerning the Southern Railway 
Company which I brought to your at- 
tention, It occurred, and still occurs 
to me, that when it is brought to the 
attention of the railroad commission 
that the constitution of the state is 
being openly defied, it ought not 
to be dismissed as an entirely irrele- 
vant topic. Then even if the commission 
cannot directly move to undo this 
wrong, that when it is shown that a 
condition of interstate rates which is 
manifestly outside of their jurisdiction, 
but which they propose to indirectly 
control by dealing with local rates, ad- 
mitted to be suffiriently low and rea- 
sonable, 1s the direct result of an at- 
tempt to throttle that competition which 
the constitution of Georgia seeks to 
secure, and create that monopoly which 
it denounces, it should, and will, 
be a matter for serious consideration 
and of great weigu.: in determining the 
proper course to be pursued by the 
railroad commission.

The Seaboard’s Position. 

Mr. St. John came to the conclusion 
last Saturday not to meet the 80 per cent 
cut, but the news did not become known 
in this territory until yesterday. Below is 
an interview which The Baltimore Newa 
publishes with Mr. St. John: 

“Will the Seaboard Air-Line meet the 
proposed 80 per cent cut in rates to At- 
lanta and other competitive points on its 
line, which it is stated the Southern rail- 
way, through its Southern States Freight 
Association, will adopt on August Ist upon 
certain of the higher classes?” Mr. § 
John was asked. 

“The mere suggestion of such proposed 
actfun on the part of the Southern rail- 
way,’ replied Mr. St. John, “is the sheer- 
est -nonsense, The Seaboard Air-Line will 
neither issue such tariff upen such classes 
of freight as it is stated the Southern 
will adopt the 80 per cent cut for, nor will 
it permit such rates to be named over its 
lines by any of its-connections. The people 
will quickly discover the motives of the 
Southern in putting on such rates, which 
has for its intent nothing less than the 
forcing of such business upon the Seaboard 
Air-Line and thereby the destruction of 
the only competitor the business world 
and the people have for the south.”’ 

“Will the Seaboard Air-Line, provided 
such rates are issued, modify in any way 
its present tariff, whichis a reduction of 
33 1-3 per cent of the rates heretofore pre- 
vailing?’’ 

“It will be very Hkely to do so, and 
especially its passenger rates, which seem 
yet too high.”’ 

“What will be the result upon the reve- 
nues of the Southern of gontinuing such 
a tariff as is proposed by them to adopt 
on August Ist?’’ 

“The Seaboard Air-Line, struggling as it 
is with an adversary who has no other 
motive than that of the destruction of its 
business. could ask for nothing better than 
that the Southern shall carry out to the 
fullest its announcement for August Ist, 
because it will ruin their revenue and 
hurry the time which some people believe 
is not far distant when a reorganization 
of its system must occur, for it cannot 
meet operating expenses and pay fixed 
charges upon any such rates.” 

“In meeting such rates does the Seaboard 
Air-Line surrender the position it has as- 
sumed?” 

“By no means. It has often occurred in 
the »ast, in times of war, that the very 
policy suggested has proved a very effev- 
tive one, and the Southern seemingly needs 
to pass through this experience; sometimes 
it works better this way than the other, 
because instead ‘of consuming a great deal 
of time in the effort to accomplish the 
Same result, one of the parties to the 
conflict steps in suddenly and commits 
hari Kari or suicide and the other party is 
ey, obliged to witness the final inter- 
ment.’ 

‘“‘But supposing aftes having had a little 
of this experience the Southern should 
finally desire to advance materially its 
rates?” 

“This will be just where the Seaboard 
Air-Line will be heard, and any material 
advance will probably not meet with fa- 


vor.” 
Laws Must Be Obeyed. 


“Do I understand that in making rates 
based upOn an 80 per cent red@ction upon 
certain classes the long and sNort haul of 
the interstate commerce law is to be ob- 
served by the Southern?’’ 

“Of course it must be, and the Seaboard 
will pay special attention to that matter, 
obeying, as it does, all laws, national and 
State, through which it Operates. It will 
see to it, so far as it is possible, that its 
ten as is equally observing of such 
aws.”’ 

“Are there other rates outside of the 
ordinary class rates that are likely to be 
affected ?’’ 

“Yes, all commodity rates will undoubt- 
edly be brought into line.”’ 

No notice has been filed by the Southern 
Railway Company with the _ interstate 
comfnerce bureau of its proposed cut of 80 
per cent in the freight traffic rates and the 
cut cannot go into effect until this is done. 
The law requires that a three days’ notice 
shall be filed when the rates of the rail- 
road are lowered. An official of the South- 
ern said concerning this that the company 
was in no hurry to precipitate this cut and 
it might be three or four days before offi- 
cial action taken in the matter. “We 
nave plenty of time,”’ said he, “for the 
country now knows what we intend to do 
as soon as we are ready to doit. This is 
not the Southern’s fight, we are simply 
acting on the defensive; Mr. St. John and 
the Seaboard are the aggressors, and if 
they persist in making war on us we must 
protect ourselves.”’ 

The Baltimore News goes on to say: 

It was reported today that the Joint Traf- 
fic Avsociation has offered its friendly of- 
tices with a view to restoring harmony, but 
this could not be confirmed. 

“The inauguration of the rate war is 
greatly deplored in local financial and bus- 
iness circles, and it is the general opinion 
that the financial condition of all the prop- 
erties involved in the dispute will be se- 
riously injured. The trouble has already 
affected the business of railroads in other 
purts of the country; merchants who had 
ordered goods from the west have rescinded 
the orders and bough: in Baltimore, there- 
by receiving the benefit of the cut rates. 
It is probable that if the trouble between 
the Seaboard and Southern is not patched 
up very soon northern and western roads 
will also reduce rates to protect themseives, 
and this may result in a severe curtailment 
of expenses to meet the loss of revenue, 
thus depriving men of empioyment. 


Salesmen Take a Hand in the War. 


At a special meeting of the Marvland 
division, Travelers’ Protective Association, 
today, it was decided that as the railroads 
to the north and west of this city sell 
mileage books at a uniform rate of 2 
cents per mile it was an opportune 
time to demand the same rates from the 
southern systems, and the following reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That the members of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association will throw 
their influence, both as to the passenger 
and freight traffic, to the system that puts 
on sale mileage books at uniform rates of 
2 cents per mile and allows greatest con- 
cession in the way of excess baggage, and 
that all traveling salesmen, whether mem- 
bers of the association or not, be urged 
to stand by our action in this matter.

A Serious Question. 
There is a serious side to the railroad 


rate war which, as the situation stood 
before the intervention of Judge Simon- 
ton, was to begin in earnest on August 
Ist, and the merchants and the manu- 
facturers of the state are interested in it 
even more than the great railroad sys- 
tems which are now holding one another 
by the throat. 

The railroad rate war may have its 
advantages, but net results show that 
such contests as the one which was 
threatened between the Southern and 
the Seaboard are not only injurious to 
the railroads but demoralizing to com- 
merce and disastrous to the public in- 
terest. 

The Constitution views the contest be- 
tween the contending parties with indif- 
ference, so far aS the principals are con- 
cerned, except as to the loss which 
would necessarily follow to the security 
holders, but there is a phase of the sit- 
uation which cannot be accepted with 
indifference, and that is the effect of 
the rate war upon the commerce of the 
state. 

‘Were the cut rates announced for 
August Ist to go into effect, it would 
be found that it would not be many days 
before the merchants and the manufac- 
turers of Georgia were put at a serious 
disadvantage as against eastern compe- 
titfon, and for every dollar saved in 
freight on merchandise brought from the 
east by our wholesale merchants, two 
dollars would be lost in the advantages 
gained by the eastern markets in being 
enabled to undersell Georgia merchants 
in the territory which is now being sup- 
plied by the jobbers and the manu- 
facturers of this state. 

Under the proposed rates New York 
or Baltimore could undersell the mer- 
chants of Atlanta, Macon, Augusta or) 
other Georgia cities, and the products of 
eastern manufacturers could be sold in 
Georgia cheaper than it would be possi- 
ble for Georgia products to be sold in 
the state in which they are made. A 
rate war of the kind proposed would 
seriously effect every jobber or manu- 
facturing enterprise in the state, and if 
the warfare were to continue, it would 
be at a sacrifice to the commerce of 
every state traversed by the contending 
systems. 

If the national interstate commerce 
commission were not a lame and an im- 
potent instrument, it would take such 
matters in hand and Settle the trouble 
on short notice. As it is, the interstate 
commerce commission is not now and 
never has been anything more than a 
useless ornament—a machine created to 
ireet a demapd and rendered powerless 
to do effective work. This commission 
has been in existence long enough to 
demonstrate only one thing, and that is 
that, as at present constituted, there 
is no further excuse for it. It should 
either be abolished or clothed with the 
power which would enableit to assume 
absolute instead of nominal control of 
interstate railroad rates, and thus re- 
lieve the courts of the necessity of inter- 
fering. The Georgia commission has 
shown what can be done in the way 
of effective regulation of state railroad 
rates, and if the national commission 
had the same relative power, there 
would be less occasion for complaint 
and greater security for interstate com- 
merce. 

Unfortunately the Georgia commis< 
sion can deal only with the present sit- 
uation as it affects rates in Georgia. It 
is its duty to do this, and for the protec- 
tion of the merchants and the manufac- 
turers of the state, it should give the 

- matter its attention, if necessary. 

Merchants in ofher Georgia cities are 
complaining that the threatened rate 
war would give Atlanta merchants an 
unjust advantage over those of other 
- points in the state, but if this warfare 
‘were to continue long, it would be found 
that the merchants and the manufactur- 

ers not only of Atlanta but of every 
other Georgia city would be at the mercy 

‘of eastern competition, for they could 

not contend against a trade which is en- 
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i abled, by having little or no freight to 
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] pay, to deliver goods in Georgia cheaper 
than they can be sold at a profit and de-

\»& Say again, the situation is a Serious 
one, and the railroads are by no means 
the most deeply interested parties in the 
settlement of the question. 
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A Good Thing for the City. 
Atlanta is to be congratulated that

The Atlanta Amusement Company has 
organized as a stock company with a 
capital stock of $20,000, $13,000 of which 
has already been subscribed and the 
remainder of which will no doubt be 
taken in a few days, as the investment 
is one which, being in the nature of a 
public enterprise for the benefit of the 
whole community, is at the same time 
assured of being profitable to the stock- 
holders. 

Atlanta has always been behind in the 
matter of public amusements -and in 
convenient resorts offering pleasure and 
recreation to its people. Plans are on 
foot which will make Piedmont park a 
vast pleasure ground, giving the city not 
only a new park at an insignificant cost, 
but offering varied attractions for the 
amusement of the public. 

The enterprise should be heartily en- 
couraged by the people, and the city is

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An Important Work To Be Done, 
Now that the work of the St. Louis 
convention has been completed, a more 
intelligent, opinion can be expreSsed as 
to its result.

The fact that 
the representatives of such a voting 
force as this should recognize the good 
work of a rival convention, and come so 
close to indorsing' all that that conven- 
tion did, is a high evidence of a desire 
to reach a patriotic conclusion. 

As the matter now stands, Bryan and 
Sewall are the candidates of the demo- 
cratic party, and Bryan and Watson are 
the candidates of the populist party. 
The democrats control the southern 
states and the populists control the 
states of the great northwest. The 
work of each convention must necessar- 
ily receive respectful attention from the 
people of the country, and the compli- 
cations which have been left behind de- 
serve the immediate and careful atten- 
tion of the national executive commit- 
tees and of the state committees of both 
parties. 

It is highly essential that all the silver 
forces should be united. The gratifying 
fact that they have become united upon 
the head of the ticket, and the assurance 
that the rank and file of the voting mem- 
bership of both parties have already 
reached such an agreement, is evidence 
that such understanding should be 
brought about with as little delay as 
possible. 

Whatever action is to be taken in re- 
gard to the makeup of the electoral 
tickets in the different states should be 
attended to with the sole view of doing 
what is best for currency reform. 

The people having reached a substan- 
tial agreement; they expect their official 
representatives to solve the details by 
which their wishes may be accomplish- 
ed. Having this object in view, The 
Constitution earnestly urges that those 
whose duty it is to compose this mat- 
ter go about it and put an end to the un- 
rest which must exist until some such 
settlement is reached. 
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A Political Mute, 
Within the last few days the republi- 
can nominee for president has delivered 
three speeches. 

Strange to Say, in none of these 
speeches has he touched upon a single 
issue involved in the campaign. 

Before a body of students at some col- 
lege in Ohio he discussed the advan- 
tages of education. The speech was a: 
disappointment, not only to the students, 
but to the large number of voters in his 
audience, who gathered for the purpose 
of incidentally hearing his views on the 
money question. 

Though addressing a body of students, 
there was no reason for such a careful 
silence in regard to the issues of the 
campaign, especially in consideration of 
the fact that hundreds had come to hear 
him for that purpose who might possibly 
be denied the privilege of a second op- 
portunity. 

Delicate feelings of propriety may pos- 
sibly have restrained the major from 
giving expression to his political views 
before a body of students. Such fastid- 
ious notions, however, could not have 
influenced him in addressing a crowd 
of laboring men on the same day. At 
this gathering he dwelt upon the duties 
of citizenship without once alluding to 
the vital and pregnant issues of the cam- 
paign. In a general way, however, he 
informed his hearers that he was in 
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to be cengratulated that the exposition © 


favor of restoring the better days of the 
republic. As this happened to be a 
strong democratic argument, it elicited 
considerable applause. | 

In his third’ speech, delivered before 
the Sons of New England, at Cleveland, 
O., the republican nominee was still 
more reticent, if such a thing is possi- 
ble. Instead of discussing the question 
of finance, which was a matter of much 
greater importance to the Sons of New 
England than a disquisition on the 
Mayflower, the speaker contented him- 
self with reviewing what he was pleased 
to call “the glories of New England,” 
and closed by reciting a piece of poetry 
which was strikingly in harmony with 
the sentimental character of the speech. 

Such florid and superficial eloquence 
not only fails to impress a thoughtful 
audience, but it leaves the country no 
wiser as to the views which the speaker 


entertains, 
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Like Saul of Tarsus. 

Searcely a day passes without some 
distinguished convert to the policy of 
bimetallism. 

One of the most notable of these con- 
versions recently occurred in the state 
of Ohio. Hon. John L. Lentz, who has 
been for several years a warm advocate 
of the single gold standard, and whose 
influence in controlling the German vote 
has been as strong perhaps as that of 
any other man in Ohio, now comes out 
and declares that he is heartily dissatis- 
fied with existing conditions and will 
do all in his power to secure financial re- 
form in the approaching election. 

In speaking of his changed attitude on 
the money question, Mr. Lentz says: 


For many months I have diligently 
investigated and discussed the financial 
problem and supported the existing or- 
der of things, but I have found that 
one by one all the arguments in favor 
of a gold basis for the currency of the 
United States have been reduced to 
ashes. Were I an Englishman I should 
favor gold, but all the facts and condi- 
tions which confront us as Americans 
persuade me fully that there are as many 
reasons for our opposition to the Eng- 
lish gold standard and for a declara- 
tion of our monetary independence in 
1896 as there were reasons for the dec- 
laration of our political independence 
in 1776. You may say to my friends 
in Ohio that I make this acknowledg- 
ment reluctantly, but deliberately, for I 
have argued with zeal against silver and 
with enthusiasm in favor of gold. Like 
Saul of Tarsus, I have persecuted the 
Silver Nazarenes, but from this time on 
I am enlisted in the cause of silver, not 
merely for 100 days, but to the end of 
the war. I have found the _ gold- 
bugs greatly concerned about fifty-cent 
dollars, but entirely indifferent to the 
day when we shall have fifty-cent men, 
if we continue bending our necks to 
the heavy yoke of gold. 

You may say to the executive com- 
mittee that I tender my services, hum- 
ble though they be, for campaign 
speeches and debates to demonstrate 
that the farmers will never find their 
lands worth as much as they were in 
is73, nor will common labor ever again 
receive $2 a day until we have liberated 
ourselves from the tyranny of the gold 
Oligarchy. 

The language of the above declaration 
is terse and vigorous. While indicating 
the depth of the Ohio man’s conversion, 
it likewise shows what a power he will 
be in the campaign. 

If the republican nominee carries his 
OWn state in this campaign, he will do 
much better than he can redSonably ex- 
pect from the preseut condition of things 
in Ohio. 
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Our Chauncey Is Back. 
Having returned irom his devout pil- 
grimage to the shrine of the single gold 
Standard, Dr. Chauncey M. Depew is 
ready to defend the republican system 
of finance with such imported logie as 
he has managed to scrape up during his 
stay in London. 

No one charges that New York’s after- 
dinner speaker crossed the water solely 
for the purpose of a month’s schooling 
abroad. A visit to the home of the Brit- 
ish gold standard, however, is not calcu- 
lated to impress any one. with the beau- 
ties of bimetallism, nor did the Goshen 
orator visit England with that distinct 
purpose in view. Ostensibly his health 
was very poor, and though possibly he 
might have found relief on this side of 
the Atlantic, he preferred to look for it 
on a small island where single gold 
standard logic happens to be plentiful. 
Though possibly the New York invalid 
may have had it in his mind to proceed 
further on his European trip, he made 
it convenient to spend his time in Eng- 
land until a telegram from Cornelius 
Vanderbilt called him home. Before 
sailing, however, he managed to imbibe 
considerable inspiration from the Lon- 
don financiers and to equip himself 
thoroughly for a defense of the British 
gold standard in the pending cam- 
paign. 

That he made good use of his time 
abroad is evident from the manner in 
which he expressed himself on his ar- 
rival home. No sooner had he put his 
foot upon the landing than his ready 
tongue commenced to wag, and his ac- 
cents in discussing the situation with 
the newspaper reporters were far more 
golden than silence could possibly have 
been. There was something foreign 
about the speaker’s logic, however, 
which savored of something more than 
a mere superficial study of London town 
andgwhich made it quite evident that 
Chauncey had not been idle during his 
stay on the Thames. 

His picture of the consternation with 
which the proceedings at Chicago had 
been watched by the London financiers, 
was a magnificent piece of word paint- 
ing, equaled only by his description of 
the general collapse which the cause of 
international bimetallism had sustained 
in Europe on account of the expressions 
of the democratic platform on the money 
question. 

Those who advocate a strict American 
policy want no better indorsement of 
their views than that which is furnished 
by England’s hostility to the cause of 
bimetallism. As a safe rule, it is al- 
ways best to do exactly the opposite 
from what your enemy recommends. If 
England is not an enemy of ours, she 
is certainly a queer sort of friend. Eng- 
land recommends the single standard. 
Why? Simply because it will place this 
country under a yoke of a galling finan- 
efal servitude and make the states which 
compose the American union nothing 
| more than colonies of Great Britain. 
Such, in a brief statement, is the logic 
of England’s attitude. 


| But the most amusing feature of the

which ap- 
pears in The New York World ,is the 
one in which he describes the effects of 
Mr. Bryan’s speech on the dull and un- 
emotional bankers of London. Said the 
doctor: “Europeans cannot understand 
how a single sentence, no matter how 
eloquently or passionately uttered, could 
capture a deliberative convention of se- 
lected repres@¢ntatives of a veteran po- 
litical o tion unless some mid- 
summer madness had caused the elec- 
tion of a body of crazy sentimentalists 
rather than wise and experienced party 
leaders.” 

This long sentence is quoted exactly 
as it came from the mouth of the New 
York orator. The effect of Mr. Bryan’s 
speech was no doubt as great a mystery 
to him as it was to the Londoners. Only 
a short while before he had stood up 
in the St. Louis convention to present 
the name of Governor Levi P. Morton. 
It was a great opportunity for the nom- 
inating speaker. Just such an opportunity 
as the one from which Garfield had 
plucked the presidential wreath sixteen 
years before. Every one sat in breath- 
less silence walting for a great speech. 
It did not come, No wonder the great 
after-dinner speaker found it quite im- 
possible to understand the effect pro- 
duced upon the democratic convention 
by the speech of the brilliant young Ne- 
braskan. When he himself had failed, 
how could any one else succeed? , 

But our Chauncey is back. If he con- 
vinces the American people that bimetal- 
lism means suicide, he will have to 
acquit himself better than he did at St. 
Louis and use other arguments than 
those which he has imported from Lon- 
don. Sturdy and patriotic Americans 
will be in no hurry to indorse the views 
of a man who finds it necessary to visit 
Europe every time he is troubled with 
indigestion. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


As a rule Englishmen are fond of an- 
tiquities. Those who can trace their lin- 
eago as far back as the time of Shake- 
speare and Elizabeth possess a more de- 
cided flavor of aristocracy than those who 
are not so fortunate. The oldest family in 
the British isles, according to one of the 
English papers, is the Mar family of Scot- 
land, which dates back to 1093. The Camp- 
bells of Argyle began in 11901. Talleyrand’s 
descent begins in 1199. Bismarck 1270, the 
Grosvenor family and the duke of Well- 
ington 1066. The Austrian house of Haps- 
burg dates back to 952, and the house of 
Bourbon to 856. The descendants of Mo- 
hammed, who was born in 670, are all 
carefully registered in a special book kept 
for that purpose in Mecca.- Little or no 
doubt exists of the absolute authenticity 
of the long line of Mohammed’s descend- 
ants. 

In China there are many old families; 
also among the Hebrews. “But,” says an 
authority, “when it comes to pedigrees 
there is one gentleman to whom the world 
must take off its hat, not as facile prin- 
ceps or primus inter pares, but as the 
great and only nonesuch. This is the mi- 
kado of Japan.”” His place has been filled 
by members of his family for more than 
2,500 years. The present mikado is the 
122d of the line. The first one was con- 
temporary with Nebuchadnezzar, 600 years 
before Christ. Of the seven great relig- 
ions enumerated by Max Muller as pos- 
sessing Bibles the mikado family is older 
than five. 

Since all of us have the consolation of 
knowing that we are descended from the 
first family it makes no difference if some 
of the early records are lost, except so 
far as they relate to recent property ti- 
tles. 


But there are still other interesting an 
tiquities. The oldest of jewels in the world, 
so far as investigation has been able to 
establish the fact, are kept under lock 
and key in the museum at Boolaak in 
Egypt. They belonged to one of the Egyp- 
tian queens who reigned between 1703 and 
1591 B. C. There is some dispute as to 
the exact date of her reign. In 1859 her 
tomb was opened by a Frenchman who 
was engaged jn historical researches in 
Egypt. When her coffin was opened a re- 
markable collection of precious stones and 
jewels was found within. The most im- 
portant of these was a diadem of gold 
and enamel set on the head of a queen. 
This had an irscription in gold on a ground 
of lapis lazuli and a sphinx couchant on 
each side. A small porcelain cylinder is 
ornamented with interlaced lotus flowers 
in intaglio and a gold drop inlaid with tur- 
quoise in the shape of a fig. To the center 
of a gold chain is fastened a scarabacus 
of solid gold inlaid with lapis lazuli and a 
bracelet of quite modern pattern is deco- 
rated with figures in repousse, with a 
ground inlaid With lapis lazuli. 

It is plain from this account that lapis 
lazuli was the most commonly used of 
the percious stones. ‘It is interesting to 
observe that it is also mentioned in Job, 
one of the oldest books in the world. It 
is probable that the ancients did not un- 
derstand how to cut diamonds, owing to 
their hardness. 


Mrs, Charlotte Edson, who died at North- 
field, Vt., a few days ago at the age of 
seventy, says The New York Journal, had 
for many years lived the life of a recluse, 
in a little unpainted house, and seldom, if 
ever, was a neighbor permitted to enter its 
doors. For her own wants she precticed 
an economy which was miserly, yet she 
contributed to the church of her preference 
liberally, and many poor families have 
been the recipients of the necessaries of 
life from her hands, but were never aware 
whence these articles came. Upon learning 
of her death, C. S. Emery and wife, of 
Chelsea, distant relatives, went to see that 
the funeral arrangements were properly 
conducted. In company with Undertaker 
Fletcher, Mr. Emery was at the house, 
and an old-fashioned melodion attracted 
their attention. It was decided it could 
be made useful in furnishing music at the 
funeral. The lid was found locked, and 
was finally forced open, when they were 
profoundly surprised that the old instru- 
ment had been used as a safe. When the 
lid was raised it revealed a package of 
government bonds, amounting to nearly 
$13,000. Of this sum $9,000 were coupon 
bonds and the balance registered bonds. 
Several hundred dollars in gold, silver and 
paper money were also found hidden about 
the house.

After the rol] call Chairman Rice stated 
the object of the meeting of the committee, 
He said the last election was conducted ip 
an excellent manner and not the least com. 
plaint had ever been made as to the manner 
in which the candidates were nominated 
and later on elected. 

“The object of this meeting is to deter. - 
mine upon the manner in which the can#j- 
dates are to be nominated, and also to 
set a day at which time this action be 
taken,” said Chairman Rice, in tall 
tion. 

Mr. George Cassin, an alternate from the 
third ward, stated he had a petition numer- 
ousiy signed, which he desired to be reag | 
by the secretary. Mr. Cassin said he hoped 
the petition would be adopted, as it was 
Signed by seventy-five representative bus- 
iness houses of the city, asking that tie 
primary be held October 3d.

Resolved—by the city executive committee 
of the city of Atlanta, That a white pri. 
mary election be held on Thursday, August 
27th, 1896, for the nomination of the follow- 
ing offices:

and one from the south side), six council- 
men (one from each ward except the 
seventh), a city clerk, city marshal, city 
treasurer, tax collector, city ’ 
commissioner of public works, comptroller, 
attorney, sexton. The above named officers | 
to be elected at the regular electiqn im 
December. 

Resolved 2. That the polls of said pri 
mary shall be opened in each ward m 
the city of Atlanta at 7 a. m. and remain 
open until 7 p. m.; that a-ballot box shall 
be placed at each voting precinct in the 
city of Atlanta, in charge of three swora. 
managers for each ward, and three clerks 
at each place, to be appointed at least 
six days before said primary, by @ 
sub-committee of seven, being one

Resolved 3. That all legally qualified 
white voters, whose names appear on the 
list of the registered voters up to 
including August 22d, 1896, and those who 
have paid their taxes for 189, and furnish 
registrar's certificates to managers of 
their right to vote up to and on day of 
said primary, shall be entitled to partici- 
pate in said primary.

Orders of the Governor Are Strictly 
Carried Out. 


TEARS WERE SHED WHEN COMRADES PARTED 


Incidents of the Journey, Which Was 
One of the Most Unusual in 
Georgia’s History—Prisoners 
Closely Watched by 
Those in Charge. 


The decree of Governor Atkinson, order- 
ing that the convict camps at Cole City, 
Rising Fawn and Rartow be broken up 
because of the failure of Jul#@is Il.. Brown, 
ithe president of penitentiary camp No. 1, 
te pay the fine of $750 imposed upon him for 
mismanagement, has been carried out. The 
Dade mines are almost depopulated. A spe- 
cial train brought 400 convicts who have 
been working in these mines tu Fulton 
county yesterday. 

The greater part of the convicts got off 
at Bolton and were marched across the 
country to the Chattahoochee brick yards, 
shackled with irons and under the muzzles 
of more than twenty Winchester rifles. 
About sixty came to Atlanta and were sent 
on a night train to the lumber camp of 


Mr, George W. Parrott, on the Georgia 


Southern and Florida railroad. 

Fifty-three are destiz.ed to move on to Mr. 
T. J. James’s camp, at Adrian, Ga., on the 
Central railroad, this morning. 

Colonel James Smith, of Smithsonia, the 


well-known Oglethorpe farmer, had an ele- | 


phant on his hands last night in the shape 
of seventy convicts chained together. He 
was unable to find sleeping quarters for 
them, so they were left in the woods near 
Bolton, and spent the night with the stars 
After the miserably hot, 
dusty ride from the station beyond Chat- 
tanooga, the convicts did not show any 
resentment because of a lack of shelter, 
but rather seemed to relish it, as they had 
suffered considerably from the heat during 
their long voyage by train, and the thought 
of a cool night was refreshing. Fires were 
built to drive away mosquitoes and to warm 
those who felt the need of warmth. 
Forty-two of the striped army . were 
dropped off at Emerson, where Colonel 


Smith has established a new camp for

A Fine Property Neglected. 

The Dade mines seem deserted with 400 
convicts removed. Only 200 are left 
where there were 600, and the output of the 
mines will be but one-third of what it has 
been. The mines are in splendid shape, 
giving a very rich yield, and it isn’t at all 
probable that such a valuable property will 
be allowed to st-nd idle long. Capital- 
ists will probably take hold of it before a 
great while. A well-known railroad official 
said yesterday that the removal of 400 con- 


victs from the mines would diminish the 


output so that the loss to one of the rail- 
roads which entered Chattanooga would be 
$300 a day from the decrease in coal freights 
alone. 


Convicts Rejoiced To Leave. 
Although there is much regret in 
business world over the order closing up the 
convict camps, there was certainly creat re- 
joicing from one quarter as a result, and 


that was from the convicts themselves. The 
work in the Dade mines is considered the 
hardest that any Jaborerr or prisoners ever 


had to do. The Wack pits of the fruitful 
mines are more despised among the crim- 


inal classes of Georgia than any place on 


earth, and when the announcement came 


that the convicts were to’be remcved there 


Was the greatest rejoicing. For days and 


days these unfortunates have been longing 
for the hour to arrive when they could 


shake the black dust of the hated place 


from their feet. The time came yesterday 
morning, and at the first break of dey thcre 
was such a stirring among the convicts as 


Was never seen there before. 


Not Bothered with Baggage.

CONVICTS ENJOY THEIR EIRST RIDE IN MONTHS, 


The Special Train Bearing the Convicts from Dade Coal Mines Reached 
Atlanta Last Night. 


feature of the trip. The prisoners seemed 
to feel and appreciate to the utmost that 
the day of their traveling was the only one 
that they could devote to their own amuse- 
mer®t for a long time to come and they 
made the best of it. When the special rush- 
ed by the smaller stations, making no pre- 
tense to stop, the convicts would stick 
their heads out of the windows and shout 
like Comanche Indians. The trip was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by all of them. 
A Novel Excursion Party. 

Probable no other train ever entered At- 
lanta containing so many notables in their 
particular line. On the train when it left 
Chattanooga were 72 murderers, 162 bur- 
glars, 48 convicted of assault with intent 
to murier, 60 convicted of larceny, 24 
rapists, 10 highway robbers and scores of 
‘others who for perjury, forgery, bigamy, 
manslaughter, arson and all other crimes 
in the category had been sentenced to hard 
labor in convict garb. 

To the student of criminology that train 
contained subjects enough to furnish a 
rich field for study for a lifetime. To one 
who finds pleasure in reading charactér or 
studying human nature those 400 different 
types of viciousness offered a splendid op- 
portunity for gratifying his tastes. 

No system was followed in distributing 
the convicts in the different coaches of the 
train and murderers convicted for life and 
those imprisoned for lesser offenses were 
mixed indiscriminately. All of the poor 
fellows were chained to their seats and the 
grim muzzles of winchesters and shotguns 
stared them in the face almost continually. 
There was not a single attempt to escape. 

Twenty-eight armed guards stood at the 
doors of the cars, where they kKetp an ac- 
tive vigil until the journey was ended. 

All of the state penitentiary officials went 
to Dade county from Atlanta Saturday to 
assist in conducting the excursion. Judge 
J. S$. Turner, principal keeper of the pen- 
itentiary, was in charge. He was assisted 
by J. C. Moore, the assistant keeper; Ed 
Cox, ex-superintendent at Cole City; Dr. 
E. B. Bush, the penitentiary physician; Dr, 
Samuel Green, the local physician at the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company’s 
Frank G. Luke, -of' the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, representing the lessees, 
English, Lowe and Parrott, and W. B. 
Thomas, representing Colonel Jim Smith, 
of Smithsonia. The special train was in 
charge of John L. Edmunson, assistant fpas- 
genger agent of the Nashville, Chattae 
nooga and St. Louis Raflroad Company. 

Colonel Jim Smith boarded the train at 
Dalton. 


Some Notorious Criminals Aboard. 

The notables aboard were too numerous 
to mention individually. “Colonel” Harris, 
the Muscogee county negro, who probably 
has a reputation as a desperado as wide- 
spread as that of any other man in the 
Georgia penitentiary, was a conspicuous 
figure. He was effervescing with so much 
enthusiasm at the thought of leaving the 
mines that he felt himself compelled to 
deliver an ‘oration on the philosophy of life, 
especially the delights of freedom. His 
speech took cn the character of a ser- 
mon ere he finished and there was so 
much humor in his mock seriousness that 
he put the whole car in a gale of laugh- 
ter. 

Jim Gant, ‘“‘the butter,” has a reputation 
for hard-headedness that is unsurpassed. 
The penitentiary officers declare solemnly 
that they have seen him place a plank 
over a ten-penny nail and drive the nail 
to the head through a pine board by but- 
ting. 

The Italian convict, Cosmo Costillo, 
made himself the most-conspicuous object 
on the train by making him a cap out of 
pasteboard, on which he printed in big 
vlack letters with a pencil, “God Bless Goy- 
ernor Atkinson! God bless Dr. Bush!’ 

Sam Tillman, who was sentenced for life 
for murdering a2 man gamed Musgrove in 
Atianta more than twenty years ago, was 
along, but he wac there not as a convict, 
but to guard the prisoners, having 
been pardoned by the governor for heroic 
conduct in defense of the state authorities 
when there was a mutiny in the camp. 

The trip was so carefully planned by the 
penitentiary authorities that there was 
not an uup’easant hitch of any kind from 
the moment of starting. It was a remark-

Secretary Smith and Wall street—falls by 
the way and the benighted Georgians, 
thirsting for the truth, must wait, wait in 
the dark—and hope.

TEACHERS AT NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Georgia Association on Cumberland 
Proving a Success. 

Cumberland Island, July 27.—(Special.)— 
The first week of the Georgia Teachers’ 
Association Normal school has been 4 
marked success. 

Over one hundred teachers have been 
enrolled in the different departments, and 
have entered most eagerly into the work 
indicated by the instructors. 

The normal school is in session from 8:30 
o’clock to 1 and from 3 to 5 o’clock. 

Professor Davis has a large class in 
vocal music two hours a day. 

Mrs. Little has three classes in draw- 
ing, one in free hand, one in still life and 
object drawing and one in nature studies. 
She teaches about four hours a day in a 
room set apart for her work. 

Professor Evans has an enthusiastic 
class in psychology, which he instructs an 
hour in the morning and assembles again 
in the afternoon for practice work in an 
arbor class, 

Professor Bronson’s 
work meets twice a day. 

Professor Ashmore has drawn about him 
a large class in geography and another in 
botany. The botanhy class is studying the 
flowers of the coast. 

Professor Peterman is quite a successful 
instructor, and keeps his class in mathe- 
matics active and interested, 

Miss Bacon has a delightful class in 
American literature. 

Professor Hooper has added new beauties 
to the study of Latin and Greek. 

At 12 o’clock all the classes assemble in 
the main auditorium for a discussion on 
school management. This discussion is led 
by Professor Stewart, director of the nor- 
mal, and proves one of the most enjoyable 
hours of the day. 

Teachers do not take all the courses 
but choose three or four, and devote their 
entire time to these. This is the first 
summer normal school in Georgia where 
real departmental class work is done. Near- 
ly every city system in Georgia has rep- 
resentatives in attendance. Columbus has 
her superintendent, three high school men 
and a number of lady teachers present. 
Superintendent Abbott, 6f Macon, and a 
large party of his teachers are here. 

On Saturday last the teachers were 
given a delightful ride on the steamer 
Passport, by its commander, Captain Fos- 
ter. They were taken to Fernandina, Fla., 
and on the return trip stopped at Dun- 
geness, where an hour or two was spent 
in strolling through the beautiful grounds.

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“NIGGER IN THE PILE’ 


Black Yoters Find Why State Convention 
Was Not Called, © 


A PROTEST AND A PROPHECY 


E. Long Explains Why the Call Was 
Not Made. 


ANOTHER KICK COMES FROM ATHENS 


J. Thomas Heard Wants To Know 
About That “Lily White Ticket.” 
His Explanation. 


The failure of the republican state cen- 
tral committee to call a state convention 
at the session of that committee in 
Macon Saturday has caused an upheaval 
of indignation among the colored men all 
Over the state. 

The secret of this omission has just come 
to light. 

“Do I know why Colonel Buck didn’t 
call a state convention?” said E. Long, 
one of the most prominent colored voters 
of Fulton. “Of course I know, and every- 
body else who has looked into this ques- 
tion knows. There was a nigger in the 
wood pile. Colonel Buck knew that if he 
called that convention he and his crowd 
would be whipped. If I was in Buck’s shoes 
maybe I wouldnt have called it either, 
seeing that I would have been beaten, but 
I think the convention will be called any- 
how and that Colonel Buck and the whole 
crowd will be put out” 

This expression from E. Long voices the 
feeling of all the colored voters in the re- 
publican party. They are agitated with a 
feeling of resentment which centers itself 
against Colongl Buck and his coterie. 

This opposition, which has been growing 
during the last few weeks, and which has 
been set ablaze since the session of the 
committee in Macon, will find expression 
in a material way. Another committee will 
be named. This will be put out by Rev. 
E. K. Love, of Savannah, and this com- 
mittee, when in session, will issue the 
call for the state convention. 

All the black forces of the republican 
party will gather. They will have the 
party lines in their own fingers and will 
operate the machinery according to their 
own liking and not according to the dic- 
tates of Colonel A. E. Buck. 

Here’s Another Kick. 

In addition to the failure of the commit- 
tee to call the state convention there is 
another cause of dissension among the 
black wing of the party. 

Just why the state committee should 
have selected the electors from each of the 
districts, instead of leaving it to the ex- 
ecutive committees of each district, can- 
not be understood by the black voters. 

Here is what J. Thomas Heard, of Ath- 
ens, one of the best known negro voters of 
that section, says: 

“Athens, 303 Cleveland avenae, July 27.— 
Editor Constitution: I notice in yesterday's 
paper that the state central republican 
committee met in Macon and nominated 
all white men electors for the state of 
Georgia. 

“If so, they did what they have not the 
power to do. Each congressional district 
has the right to elect its own elector, and 
I am a negro and was nominated for this, 
the eighth congressional district, February 
15th last, which was the proper meeting 
to nominate. And we elected delegates to 
the national convention at the same time. 

“Why they made such a change I can- 
not Understand, but unless satisfactory set- 
tlement is made, put it down that the 
eighh district will have two republican 
electors. Resectfully, 

“J. THOMAS HEARD.” 
That State Convention. 

Protests like this are coming up from 
all over the state. The negroes cannot 
understand why these methods were taken. 
They are excited over the “lily white tick- 
et,’"’ and say they will smash it in the 
end. 

The republicans of the black type all over 
the state have been looking to the state 
central committee to call the  con- 
vention. They have already talked of their 
candidates for governor and were pre- 
paring to arrange for a vigorous state 
campaign. It was said that Colonel Tom 
Johnson, of Savannah, would be put out 
by the Love faction and that Major J. F. 
Hanson, or Colonel W. L. Scruggs, of 
Atlanta, would be put out by the Buck 
crowd. Every one was looking for the call. 
But when the committee adjourned there 
came the solemn announcement that it 
was thought best not to have a state con- 
vention.

E. Long had been to call upon Colonel 
Buck yesterday afternoon, but did not 
find him in. He was going to advise with 
him in regard to the condition of the 
party and urge a compromise of some 
kind.

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MAY KNOW HIS FATE TODAY. 


Governor Atkinson May Take Up and 
Act on the Hanye Case Before 
Leaving the City Tomorrow. 


Governor Atkinson may act on the Hanye 
case today. He will be in his office during 
the day, having returned last night from 
Alabama, in which state he has made two 
speeches for the democratic state ticket. 

The governor will leave the city again 
this afternoon, and he may decide to take 
up and dispose of the Hanye case before 
he starts. He is billed to speak in Mont- 
gomery Wednesday night and unless he 
acts before leaving the city Hanye will 
not know his fate until, at the most, a 
week before the day fixed for his execu- 
tion. 

The governor has in no way indicated 
the course he will pursue in the matter. 
Hanye is hopeful that executive clemency 
will save his life, and as the time grows 
short he does not seem to take his confine- 
ment very hard. 

The governor hss peen asked to com- 
mute the sentence of death to one of life 
fmprisonment. A petition signed by about 
3,000 citizens accompanied the petition and 
a very strong plea was made in behalf of 
Hanye by his attorneys, Messrs. Austin 
& Park. 

The governor has been reading the record 
in the case and he is familiar with the 
killing of Spinks by Hanye several months 
ago. Hanye is sentenced to be hanged on 
Friday week—August 7th.

But just what the democrats who are 
invited to be present will construe as 
“patriotic’’ is not Known, They, of course, 
could not help ratify Mr. Watson’s nomi- 
‘nation as the matter stands, but they 
might be present on a mission of har- 
mony, as Chairman Jones and his lieu- 
tenants were at St. Louis, 

Ju@ge Hines talked freely about the ac- 
tion of the populists at St. Louis, 

“The populist convention which adjourn- 
ed Saturday was composed of as patriotic 
a body of men as ever convened to consider 
the puDlic welfare of a country,’ he said. 
“They placed principle above party and 
demonstrated their fidelity to their princi- 
ples in the most unmistakable way. We 
recognized that the financial question was 
the paramount one, and as the democrats 
had declared for the unrestricted coinage 
of silver, an income tax and a tariff for 
Tevenue—three of our cardinal doctrines— 
in & spirit of patriotism we nominated their 
candidate for president, 

“Now, we wished to give the democrats 
an equal privilege to show their patriot- 
ism. Would it be fair for the democrats to 
ask us to make all concessions? Is it not 
fair and just that the democrats should 
meet us part of the way? We have taken 
their presidential nominee; let them in a 
patriotic way take our distinguished vice 
presidential nominee. In this way the 
democrats can make the triumph of silver 
absolutely sure. If the democratic leaders 
do not show this unselfish spirit, let the 
democratic masses demand it. 

“There is another reason why we didn’t 
nominate Mr. Sewall. We represent a 
great national party. We have senators, 
g£Overnors, members of congress, state leg- 
islators, etc. We were not authorized to 
deliver this great organization to any other 
party. The democratic party declared 
for the abolition of national banks. We 
did not think it wise to take a national 
banker to aid in demolishing national 
banks. The democratic party also de- 
clared against trusts and it has been al- 
leged that Mr. Sewall is connected with 
the great water trust Of Maine, 

“Let Mr. Sewall withdraw. Let the 
democrats_take up Mr. Watson. Then we 
will have the best presidential team ever 
put on the presidential racé track. Mr. 
Watson is the match of Mr. Bryan both 
in ability and eloquence. In this way we 
can make the triumph of financial reform 
absolutely sure. Without this our principle 
is defeated. There ought to be enough 
patriotism among the democrats to make 
some slight concessions. 

“Mr. Watson is of the south and a Geor- 
gian; and should challenge by his ability 
and integrity the support of the silver dem- 
ocrats. 

“I warted the nomination of Mr. Bryan 
and I went there and fought for it. I 
could have defeated it.” 

Judge Hines says that the delegates to 
Chicago do not like the insinuatfon that 
the Hanaa crowd worked on some of the 
delegates with their money. 

“This insinuation against the members 
of our convention is absolutely without 
foundation in fact,” said Judge Hines. 
“There were no overtures from the Mc- 
Kinley-Hanna trust to our members, or, 
if there were, the overtures were rejected. 
What did McKirley and Hanna want”? 
They wanted the populist convention to 
refuse to indorse Bryan. Yet we did nomi- 
nate him and make him our candidate.

Miss Emma Belle Findlay Attempts 
Suicide Yesterday. 


WAS OUT OF WORK AND MONEY 


Found on the Streets Last Night and 
Was Carried to the Station 
House, 


‘ Miss Emma Belle Findlay, a once beau- 
tiful young lady, twenty-five years of age, 
attempted to commit suicide yesterday 
afternoon by taking fifteen grains of 
morphine. 

That she did not accomplish her pur- 
pose is due to the hard work of the 
physicians summoned a short while after 
the drug had been swallowed. 

Miss Belle attempted to take her own 
life in the cemetery at Decatur. She Was 
put on a car a few minutes fater and 
brought to the city. Later on she was 
found at the corner of Mitchell and Pryor 
streets by two policemen and brought to 
the station house. 

The causes that prompted the deed were 
fully -told by the little woman late last 
night. She has no money, no home and 
no friends, She spent the wholé day yes- 
terday trying to find work, both in At- 
lanta and in Decatur, and her ill-luck 
made her desperate, 

The unfortunate woman has been in 
Atlanta for several years. She nmfade her 
home with Rey. E. L. Vaughan, who lives 
at 36 Larkin street. She did the house- 
hold work for her clothes and food. 

Miss Findlay is of a good family and is 
highly educated. Her father was a re- 
spected citizen of Catoosa county, and pos- 
sessed sufficient means to keep fis family 
in comfortable’ circumstances. Several 
years ago, ‘however, the father and mother 
died, leaving the girl alone. A good sum 
was left her for her support, but by some 
means it has all been lost, and she is now 
absolutely penniless. She is about twenty- 
five years of age. Trouble, however, has 
aged her prematurely. 

Last Sunday morning Mr. Vaughan and 
his family were having family prayers, as 
usual, in the parlor. All were present 
but Miss Findlay. The family supposed 
that she was attending to sonfe duty 
around the house. At that time though 
she was on her way to the city to find 
work. 

By dark she had found no position and 
spent the night in a little barn on the out- 
skirts of the city. Yesterday morning 
she determined to go to Decatur, prompted 
by the hope that she might there be more 
successful. ° 

She met here the same disappointment 
experienced the day before. No one 
needed any help and would not consent 
to take her in. Then it was that with 
every hope in life crushed out of her she 
made her way to the cemetery, bent on 
her own destruction. It was nearly dark 
and the grim tombstones were her only 
companions. She Knelt down by the side 
of a lonely grave and prayed that the 
terrible deed she was about to commit 
would he pardonable. She then raised 
the bottle of morphine’to her lips and 
swallowed a teaspoonful. She does not 
know how she was found in the cemetery, 
put on a car and brought to the city, or 
how she was taken to the station house 
in the patrol wagon. 

At a late hour the effects of the drug 
had about worn off and she was resting 
much easier.

her, frequently threatening harm. She 
gays he slapped her in the face in one 
oceasion and it was on account of his 
conduct that she was compelled to leave 
his home. 

Mrs. Askew states that she and her two 
little girls are in the Home for the Friend- 
jess, where her husband frequently makes 
demand of her to give into his possession 
the children, threatening to take them fmam 
her unless she agrees to return and live 
with him. Mrs. Askew charges that he 
associates with evil companions and spends 
his money with fast women. 

The petition is for alimony, and Judge 
Lumpkin set the case for a hearing on 
August ist, at which time it will be de- 
cided whether or not the husband should 
pay alimony to his wife for her support 
and the care of ther children.

TO REPRESENT WHITE CROSS. _ 


Brother of Dr. A. J. Diaz Will Come 
to Atlanta. 

Dr. A. V. Diaz, a brother of Dr. A. J. 
Diaz, the Cuban missionary for the Bap- 
tists, has been sent here by the Cuban 
authorities at New York to establish head- 
quarters for the White Cross movement 
and to raise as much money as possible for 
the purpose of sending expeditions to 
Cuba. 

Dr. Diaz has been in this country only 
a short while and does not speak English 
very plainly. He makes himself under- 
stood, though, and has already begun ac- 
tive work on the duties he is expected to 
perform. 

He will work principally to raise money 
for the White Cross movement and to 
arouse interest in it. He has already re- 
ceived many small contributions and oth- 
ers are expected to follow very rapidly. 

The White Cross has established hos- 
pitals all over Cuba for the purpose of car- 
ing for the sick and wounded soldiers of 
both the Cuban and Spanish artuies. The 
lirst work of this kind was done by Dr. 
A. J. Diaz, but since be was compelled 
to leave Cuba the work has been carried 
on by other Cubars. 

Though these hospitals with their skill- 
ful nurses care for both the Spanish and 
Cuban soldiers, still when expeditions car- 
rying doctors and medicines are sent to 
Cuba thay are compelled to run the block- 
ade, and if captured all on board will be 
Severely dealt with. ia 

Dr. Diaz gives out circulars explaining 
the work that)is going on in Cuba, which 
tell something about the White Cross 
movement. Accoinpanying each circular is 
an empty ae addressed to Senor 
Rafael Navarro, the treasurer of the Cu- 
ba. army sanitary corps. Attached to the 
envelope is a small card printed in red 
in« and having a pretty Cuban flag in one 
corner, The card asks you to send W 
cents’ worth of unused stamps for a pop- 
ular fund for the relief of Cuban and 
Spanish soldiers who are suffering from 
wounds or frém sickness. 

These Dr. Diaz will distribute throughout 
the city and though the sum requested 
seoms small, when it is considered that 
thousands will give that sum and much 
more, it is readily seen that it is possible 
for a large amount to be collected right 
here in Atlanta. The people of this city 
are thoroughly in Sympathy with the Cu- 
bans and they will be glad to contribute 
the small sum requested. 

Dr. Diaz intends to remain in Atlanta 
for about one month, and during this time 
he expects to be able to get many con- 
tributions to the fund for the relief of the 
suffering soldiers. He is well pleased with 
Atlanta and her people and thinks every 
one here is thoroughly in sympathy with 
his down-trodden. country in her strug, °* 
for liberty. 

Dr. Diaz was asked what he thougnt 
about the fight the Cubans are making for 
their independence. When the convergs®- 
tion took this turn his small eyes glistened 
and he became very enthusiastic. He said 
that there was hardly any doubt but what 
the Cubans would gain their independence. 
They have won most of the important bat- 
tles that have been fougkt lately, he said, 
and now occupy most of the important 
seaport towns and inland cities. 

After working for the White Cross in 
Atlanta and getting as many contributions 
as is possible, Dr. Diaz will seek other 
cities and continue to work for the cause 
which is so dear to his heart and for 
which he is ready to lay down his life at 
any minute.

Atlanta Amusement Company Pays 
$10,000 for Exposition Structures. 


WILL NOW LEASE THE GROUNDS 


The Amusement Company Wants 
$4,000 More in Stock Subscrip- 
tions To Complete the Plan. 


The Cotton States and International ex- 
position buildings were yesterday morning 
sold to the Atlanta Amusement Company. 
The price to be paid for the structures is 
$10,000, 

The amusement compary did not pay over 
the money, but the exposition company 
agreed to the sale as stated, the amuse- 
ment company to make final settlement by 
August 3rd. ~The amusement company 
has not yet organiged, but nearly all of the 
stock has been taken and the company 
will be ready for business in a few weeks. 

The bids submitted by other parties for 
the buildings were rejected by the bond- 
holdcrs’ committee, and the offer of the 
amusement company was accepted. Messrs. 
G. W. Parrott, T. B. Neal and Anton 
Kontz represented the exposition com- 
pany in the matter and Messrs. E. C. 
Peters, Clarence Knowles and J. R. Wylie 
acted for the amusement company. 

The amusement company held a 
ing yesterday morning and decided 
ahead and purchase the buildings. The 
company is being organized with the un- 
derstanding that $20,000 worth of stock is 
to be taken. Sixteen thousand dollars of 
that amount has been subscribed and the 
company will now appeal to the public to 
take the balance. it is urged by the 
stockholders that it will be a public ser- 
vice for citizens to purchase and save 
the buildings from destruction, and it is 
believed that the remainder needed—$4,000 
—will be promptly. taken. 

The amusement company already has an 
option on the grounds. The property is 
owned by the old Piedmont Exposition 
Company, which company has offered to 
lease the grounds to the amusement com- 
pany or to sell the property for $160,000 
at any time within five years. The amuse- 
ment company- proposes to secure posses- 
sion of the property and make a public 
resort out of it. Mr. Parrott, of the expo- 
sition company, said yesterday that he 
could not state the figures of the several 
offers made for the buildings, as it was a 
private business matter. 

The purpose of buying the buildings by 
this company is to preserve them for the 
benefit of the city, the intention being 
to have expositions there and to keep the 
grounds as a park open for the public at 
all times except during the period of the 
expositions, 

It is proposed to maintain it as a park 
for the benefit of the public at large. Com- 
mittees will be appointed to raise subscrip- 
tions to this company’s stock, as it is ab- 
solutely necessary to rase $20,000. Large 
subscriptions will not be asked for. It is 
likely that the shares will be $25. 

The principal parties interested in this 
plan are Mr. Clarence Knowles, Mr. James 
R. Wylie, Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. B. F. Walk- 
er, Jr., Mr. Albert Steiner, Mr. Joseph 
Thompson, Mr. Wilbur Moore, Mr. W. L. 
Cosgrove, Mr. W. T. Gentry, Mr. E. Wood- 
ruff, Mr. E. C. Peters, Mr. Fulton Colville, 
Mr. Harry Slverman, Mr. J. W. Green, 
Mr. W. J. Mallard, Mr. J. Carroll Payne, 
Mr. T. J. Hghtower, Mr. W. H. Inman, 
Captain R. J. Lowry, Captain J. W. Eng- 
lish, Mr. C. A. Collier, Mr. John A. Col- 
vin and others.

The stock will likely be in 
small shares so that all people can take at 
least a share to aid in raising the required 
amount. 
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GEORGIA MAY HAVE EXHIBIT. 


Colonel Nesbitt Is Corresponding with 
Nashville Officials. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, state commissioner 
of agriculture, is in correspondencé with 
the officials of the Nashville exposition 
looking to the carryirgs out of the propo- 
sition to send an exhibit from Georgia to 
that exposition next year. 

The centennial officials have strongly 
urged Georgia to send an exhibit and the 
matter has been placed in the hands of a 
commission recently appointed by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson. Every effort will be made 
to urge the acceptance of the invitation 
of the Nashville people, and it is believed 
that in time the state will send a credit- 
able display to her sister state’s big show. 
Colonel Nesbitt has also been in corre- 
spondence with the other members of the 
commission, and a meeting of the body 
will be called in the near future. Ex- 
Governor Northen is a member of the com- 
mission, and when he returns home from a 


' vacation a meeting of the commission will 


by called by Colonel Nesbitt. . Governor 
Northen has always taken a leading part 
in. such matters and his co-operation is 
desired by the other members of the com- 
mission. 

Colonel Nesbitt thinks that the state 
should be properly represented at the ex- 
position and he will leave nothing undone 
to promote the proposition. State School 
Commissioner Glenn is interested in the 
matter and his department will co-operate 
in getting up an exhibit. The two commis- 
Sioners conferred about the matter yester- 
day morning and they will urge that an 
exhibit be sent. 

The commission will doubtless ask the 
legislature to make an appropriation to 
defray the expenses of making an exhibit 
and to give official cognizance to the cen- 
tennial. Tennessee has always helped At- 
lanta and Georgia at her expositions and 
now the people of that state ask a return 
of that favor. Colonel Nesbitt Says that 
with the material in the agricultural de- 
partment and educational department as 
a starter a first-class exhibit could be got 
up without a great deal of cost. The ex- 
pense of sending representatives to Nash- 
ville and maintaining the exhibit would be 
the principal item of cost.
